LEAVING BEHIND A FAREWELL NOTE, RUDOLF HESS, HITLER'S DEPUTY, HAS 
FLED FROM GERMANY AND IS NOW IN SCOTLAND. HE CRASHED FROM A GER- 
MAN. FIGHTER WHICH SIGNIFICANTLY, WOULD NOT HAVE HAD ENOUGH 
PETROL TO RETURN TO GERMANY. 

The most amazing story of the war was told last night in a communique from No. 10, 


Downing Street, a few hours after Berlin 


had attempted to anticipate the news by stating 


that Hess had left a note showing traces of mental disorder and had either committed 


suicide or fallen from a ‘plane.

Mr. Alfred Duff-Cooper, Minister of Informa- 
tion, was present at the Ministry last night when 
this remarkable announcement was read to repre- 
sentatives of the world’s press in a tense atmosphere. 

The earlier German announcement was obvi- 
ously breaking the news to Germans that Hitler’s 
“shadow” and successor-designate after Goering, 
had disappeared. 

The Berlin Statement said Hitler had ordered 
the arrest of Hess’s adjutants, for not preventing 

or reporting his flight, and there were several 


attempts to suggest that 


Hess was suffering from 
mental disorder.

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CEASELESS R.N.— 
RAIDERS 


(By A Special 


Correspondent) 


I HAVE JUST RETURNED from an extensive 


sweep for German raiders. 


The cruiser in which I 


am writing this, one of the latest additions to the 


Navy — was among the leading ships. 


With the 


vessels in her immediate group she has covered a 
greater distance than any of the other units 


engaged. 


Day and night, sometimes in extremely tur- 
bulent weather, we have pressed on, scouring thou- 


sands of miles of ocean. 


Aircraft, including those 


carried in the ships themselves, have collaborated in 
the search for enemy raiders and submarines. 


When conditions have 
been suitable the naval 
aircraft in this ship has 
flown off for hours at @ 
time, adding considerably 
to the area we have been 
able to ‘‘comb.” 


More — than the sudden 
appeurance of a strange ship has 
crews swiftly to their 
actton stations. We have changed 
course and streaked fowards such 
a vessel, only to find after a few 
minutes that she was a friend. 
The intensity of the search has 
been such that no enemy raider 
without amazing luck would have 
had a chance of sipping through 
vur net. Once or twice rain and 
mist have blanketed the horizon 
und defeated the keen eyes which 
have continually seanned it. Be- 
hind such a curtain a raider or 
U-boat may have succeeded in 
eluding us, but I have heard 
nothing to suggest that this has 
happened, For hours I have 
stood on the bridge keeping watch 
with the officers. I can therefore 
testify what a strain this endless 
hunting is. 


Empire Ship 


This cruiser may justly be call- 
ed an Empire ship. The comple- 
ment oof 700 includes 30) New 
Zeatanders, some Canadians, and 
at least one South African, She 
is. too, a remarkably “young 
ship,” the average age of the offi- 
cers, excluding the most senior, is 
24, The captain is 
with one exception the oldest man 
on board -- and he is only 45.

The cruiser itself is a master- 
piece of the art of fitting the 
maximum of complicated mechan- 
ism inty the minimum of space. 

Though considerably — shorter 
than some earlier types of British 
cruiser, this vessel has at least 
us much speed. endurance, and 
fighting cupabilities. 


Compact boiler and engine 
rooms produce immenseiy more 
power than could have been 
obtained from much bulkier plant 
only a few years ago. Bridge 
structure, aerop!ane hangar, guns, 
torpedo tubes, and all their many 
associated instruments are dis- 
posed in such a way that there 
is not on inch of wasted space, 
and yet nothing is cramped or un- 
comfortable.

Mr. Alfred Duff-Cooper, Minister of Informa- 
tion, was present at the Ministry last night when 
this remarkable announcement was read to repre- 
sentatives of the world’s press in a tense atmosphere. 

The earlier German announcement was obvi- 
ously breaking the news to Germans that Hitler's 
“shadow” and successor-designate after Goering, 


had disappeared. 


The Berlin statement said Hitler had ordered 
the arrest of Hess’s adjutants, for not preventing 
or reporting his flight, and there were several 


attempts to suggest that 
Hess was suffering from 
mental disorder.

INDO-CHINA 
SOLD OUT TO 
JAPAN BY VICHY 


IN LESS THAN A YEAR, Indo-China has 
lost territorial integrity, economic independ- 
ence and freedom of diplomatic action, con- 
trary to the honourable undertaking of the 
Vichy authorities, who proclaimed them- 
selves defenders of the integrity of the French 
Empire. 

This is the view of Free French circles in 
London on the recently concluded Franco- 
Thai Peace Treaty. 


They recall that in September, 
last year, Vichy concluded with 
Tokyo, despite protests from 
Chungking and Washington, an 
agreement whereby Vichy ceded 
to Japan the right to establish 
military, naval and air bases in 
Indo-China and also facilities for 
military operations against China,

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POST-WAR PLANNING 


A nation passing from 
war to peace is exposed tu 
two dangers. One is that 
the mere mass of the 
tasks of reorganisation 
may be too much for its 
constructive capacity, 
worn and tired as it is bv 
the strain of an arduous 
effort. The other is that 
concentrated exertion is 
apt to be followed by re- 
action. The tension of 
war is a stimulus. In os 
sense the ordinary man 
lives above and beyonc 
himself in an atmosphere 
of duty and action; when 
the tension is” relaxed 
there is a certain nervous 
weakening; the rigid dis- 
cIpline of the war be- 
comes hateful to mind! 
and memory; there is a: 
strong disposition to re-! 
turn to nermal habits of 
life. Of this reactionary 
temper there was a strik- 
Ing illustration after the. 
Napoleonic wars. In 1816! 
the House of Commons re- 
pealed the income tax, 
which Pitt had introduc- 
ed in 1799, and passed a 
resolution that all the re-, 
cords should be destroy- 
ed. There were illustra- 
tions after the last war. A 
notable example was the' 
fate of the inter-Allied or-! 
ganisations. In the aut- 
umn of 1918 the British 
Foreign Office urged that 
for some time after the:

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CONFIDENCE IN 
HONG KONG FUTURE 


REFERENCES TO the.difficulties caused by the 
war, and confidence in the future, were expressed 
by the Chairman, Mr. J. K. Bousfield, at the Annual 
Meeting of the Hong Kong General Chamber of 


Commerce yesterday. 


Mr. Bousfield said:-- 

You will not expect me on this 
occasion to review the course of 
the War. We in Hong Kong are 
fur from the centre of events, 
though the defence preparations 
going on all around us, and the 
strong reinforcement of Singapore 
are a reminder that we may at 
any Moment become Involved, If 
we are, I hope we shail bear our- 
selves under fire as manfully as 
vur friends at Home, 


Meanwhile, we can only strug- 
gle on, under conditions of ever- 
increasing difficulty, to keep the 
trade of the Colony going and 
so full our responsibilities  to- 
wards the maintenance of this im- 
portant outpost of the British 
Empire. 

The chief problem with which 
we are faced is, of course, the 
shortage of ships resulting from 
uw ruthless campiivn against the 
mercantile marine by which the 
enemy seeks to offset Britain's 
nuval power and, if possible, to 
starve the people of the British 
Isles. We have heard, with im- 
mense relief, the news that. the 
President of the United States hus 
instituted a patrol of the Atlante, 
2,000 miles from east to west, and 
from the Arctic to the Antaretic 
regions, in order to ensure. that 
Britain “gets the tools to. finish 
the job," which the United States 
is supplying under the Lend and 
Lease Plan, 


Import Quotas 


Another war-time difficulty 
arises from limitation of imports 
mito the United Kingdom and 
other parts of the Binpire, effected 
by means of import heences and 
quotas. The powers of the vari- 
OUs Controllers and Lieensing 
Departinents are subjeet to one 
over-mastering consideration 
the availability of shipping, Mer- 
chants and manufacturers (ad 
that when oan import licence has 
been granted, or oa quota has 
been Oxed, there troub'es, some- 
limes, have only just begun, Un- 
der changed cicurmstunces the 
Import licence may be suspended 
or cancelled, oor the shipping 
space available may be quite in- 
suMicient oto carry the goods 
which the Board of Trade -not- 
withstanding the need to reduce 
imports to a minimum has de- 
cided are definitely required by 
the people at Home. 

These obstacles to the shipment 
of completed good: involve losses 
for all concerned, but such trou- 
bles have to be taken in good 
part as an inevitable accompanj- 
ment of the life and death strug- 
gle in which the British Empire 
is now engaged, The Chamber of 
Commerce has been actively oc- 
cupied throughout the yeur in do- 
ing all it can to smooth out these 
difficu'ties. In the rubber foot- 
wear industry the Chamber has 
organised a distribution of the 
limited freight space available, 
based on the quantity which each 
firm fs Hcensed to import in pro- 
portion to the total quantity 
covered by all the licences. 


H.K.’s Trade 


In so far as revocation of im- 
port licences affects China pro- 
duce, the General Produce 
Brokers’ Association .of London 
recentiy issued a revised contract 
which provides that Government 
cancellation of a licence is to be

necessary to point out that—as 
far as Far Eastern merchants are 
concerned—this is no solution be- 
cause exporters. have to meet 
contractual obligations to sup- 
pliers.

Had prices 
remained stationary, the increase 
or decrease in the total value of 
the trade of the Colony would ac- 
curately represent the percentage 
increase or decrease in the total 
tonnage of that trade, Therefore, 
to obtain a comparison between 
1939 and 1940 tonnages we should 
step up the value of the 1939 
figures by the average increase in 
cost between the two years, In 
terms of 1940 values, we thus ar- 
rive ata Agure of £93.8 millions 
sterling for 1939 trade as against 
LY5 1 millions sterling for 1940 
From (his it would appear that 
1940 suffered a tonnage loss of 
9275 per cent as compared with 
the previous year, 


No Pessimism 


However, as foodstuffs formed 
the largest individual item: of un- 
port during 1940, and as this 
wroup underwent the smallest in- 
crease in price, itis probable that 
the weighted general average for 
all groups would show a smaller 
percentage increase than — the 
fipure of 35.39 per cent oon which 
T have worked, and this in turn 
would mean that the decrease in 
tonhage is even less than 9.27 per 
cent, But even on the basis of this 
latter figure it) is surprising that 
the Colony was so little affected 
during 1940 by the world short- 
age of shipping. The position re- 
flects great credit on the more 
economic use to which available 
bottoms must huve been put, and 
those concerned are to be con- 
gratu'ated, Unfortunately I fear 
that 1941 must inevitably see a 
further shrinkage in the volume 
of our trade and, indeed, since 
this address was prepared news 
of further shipping restrictions 
has come to hand which will re- 
sult—-at least for the time being 
—in the ulmost complete cessation 
of the export of Hong Kong- 
manufactured goods to Great Bri- 
tain, 

Nevertheless, | am net one of 
these pessimists who, whilst ad- 
mitting that conditions have 
kept up surprisingly well tn the 
past, fotecast that evil times 
are just around the corner.

The Bank was re-organised in 
1936. Most of its officers have 
come from the North, As your

On account of the political situa- 
tion, the Shanghai Office in 1938, 
transferred all its liquid assets to 
Hong Kong, with the request that

Before I conclude, muy I say 
one word as to the extra- 
ordinarily difficult position in 
which the Bank finds itself vis- 
u-vis its branch in Shanghai. 
Although the Bank, being incor- 
porated in Hong Kong and with 
its Head OMce in Hong Kong is, 
for the purpose of Hong Kong 
leyistation, deemed to be a Bri- 
tish subject, yet its branch is not 
and has never been regarded as 
a British subject by the British 
Authorities tn Shanghai for any 
purpose whatsoever.

Disclosure Of Principals 


Such transactions are usually 
done through exchange — brokers, 
in which neither the seller nor 
the buyer is known one to the 
other until the contract is actual- 
ly tendered by the broker. Had 
the Shanghai Office repudiated 
its bargain on uscertaining that 
the buyer was the Italian Bank, 
the branch could have been sueu 
in the Chinese Courts and its 
offices might be subject to actual 
violence. AMd the same transac- 
tion could have been and would 
have been carried threugh by 
another bank. 


May I make one last point.

Vichy, 
Isolated in the Pacific, gave -way 
again, ceding to Thailand a part 
of Laos and Cambodia in spite 
of the disapproval of the local 
authorities and population.
